American’s Ron Lechien (Kaw), 
Rick Johnson (Hon) and Jeff Ward 
(Kaw) tallied a perfect low score of 
four points to win the Motocross des 
Nations in Villars Sous Ecot, France, 
on September 11. France’s Jacky 
Vimond (Yam), Yannig Kervella 
(Hon) and Jean Michel Bayle (Hon) 
scored 12 points to finish second with 
Finland’s Mika Kouki (Yam), Pekka 
Vekhonen (Cag) and Kurt Lunjqvist 
(Yam) third. The victory was the 
eighth straight in world team com- 
petition for an American motocross 
team. 


Host team France wrapped up the 
World Trophy team win during the 
International Six Days. Enduro 
(ISDE) in Mende, France, on 
September 10, narrowly topping 
Italy, 473.20 to 485.96. Cze- 
choslovakia finished third with a 
score of 1367.45 while the United 
States finished a disappointing 
ninth with 6581.01. In Junior 
World competition, Italy topped 
Finland and West Germany to take 
the win. The U.S. finished 11th 
in the Junior World competition. 
The overall individual winner in 
Mende was Frenchman Stephane 
Peterhansel (Yam). 


Dunlop will be the official title 
sponsor of the 1989 U.S. Grand Prix 
round of the World Championship 
Road Race Series, to be held at 
Monterey, California’s Laguna Seca 
Raceway on Sunday, April 16. In an 
agreement reached between Dunlop, 
the Sports Car Racing Association 
of Monterey Peninsula (SCRAMP), 
and People and Properties, Inc., 








Dunlop will be the exclusive tire 
manufacturer associated with the 
GP. According to the terms of the 
agreement, Dunlop will have track- 
side signage at Laguna Seca on the 
day of the event, and all track 
marshalls and corner workers will be 
attired in Dunlop Motorsports shirts 
and caps. Dunlop will also be 
identified as the title sponsor on all 
official event merchandise. In addi- 
tion, Dunlop will be featured in 
advertisements on NBC’s network 
TV coverage of the 500cc GP. 


Belgium’s 500cc Motocross 
World Champion Eric Geboers 
had to watch his team from the 
sidelines at the Motocross des 
Nations in France on September 
11 because of a knee injury he 
suffered in the final round of the 
championship in Luxembourg. “I 
crashed and some riders hit me 
and | twisted the knee,” Geboers 
se “I just have to wait for it to 
eal.” 


Team Lockhart’s Dale Quarterley 
and Doug Brauneck (Suz) won the 
AMA/CCS Endurance Road Race at 
Talladega, Alabama’s Alabama 
International Motor Speedway on 
September 11. Lockhart topped 
High-Tech Racing (Suz) and Team 
Targa (Kaw) to win the three-hour 
race. Roswell Honda Racing’s (Hon) 
Cam Roos and Mike Smith won the 
GTU portion of the race, wrapping 
up the 1988 GTU championship in 
the process. 


Delaware's Middleford Speedway 
has been purchased for an undis- 
closed amount by the Delaware 
Motor Sport Association Inc. The 
track hosted AMA-sanctioned 
short track races in the past, and 
has expanded to offer MX and dirt 
drag events. According to the new 
owners, hare scrambles events 
will also take place at the 98-acre 
facility in the near future. 


Australian motocrosser Jeff Leisk 
says he doesn’t plan to return. to the

is a 500cc U.S. GP. Although he has 
no definite ride for the Grands Prix 
in 1989, he has several options. 
“Europe is probably where I'll finish 
my racing career,” Leisk said at the 
Motocross des Nations in France. “I 
enjoyed my time in the U.S.; the 
people were great.” 


The U.S. Commerce Department, 
acting on a “anti-dumping” peti- 
tion filed last February by Amer- 


-ican ATV manufacturer Polaris, 


found that Japanese ATV manu- 
facturers are selling ATVs in the 
U.S. at less than fair value. The 
Commerce Department says 
Kawasaki tops the list by allegedly 
selling its ATVs at 35.4% below 
the price in Japan.

Roper’s. wins earned him 
the 1988 Historic Cup Champion- 
ship. 


Yoshimura Research and Devel- 
opment of America has announc- 
ed that 16-year-old road racer 
Tommy Lynch will join its team for 
1989. Lynch signed a three-year 
contract with the team. The 
Bakersfield, California, resident 
received his AMA Professional 
license on June 1. 


Rueben McMurter- (Hon) clinched 
the RACE Canadian National 
Superbike Championship by one 
point over Gary Goodfellow (Hon), 
53 to 52, at the last round of the road 
race series at Ontario’s Shannonville 
Motorsport Park on September 3-4. 
McMurter crashed on the second: lap 
of the race and had his transmission 
stick in third gear, but still 
remounted to finish eighth, claiming 
three points. The race was won by 
Miguel DuHamel (Kaw) and Good- 
fellow finished third. Jon Cornwell 
(Rex) clinched the Formula Two title 
in a race that was won by visiting 
Italian Stefano Carrachi (Hon). 


Dave Schultz (Kaw) won the Pro 
Stock class at the NHRA U.S. 
Nationals in Indianapolis, Indiana, 
on September 5. Schultz defeated 
Russ Olmstead with an 8.07 
second run at 162.13 mph. Olm- 
stead’s losing numbers were 
8.47/155.09. 


James Domay (Suz) won the Heavy- 
weight class of the Formula USA 
road race held at. Willow Springs 
International Speedway in Rosa- 
mond, California, on September 11. 
Richard Moore (Yam) finished 
second in the Heavyweight class and 
then second in the Lightweight class 
on the same Yamaha TZ250. The 
Lightweight class was won by Andy 
Leisner (Apr).

As a longtime member of the 
WMRRA, I would like to respond 
to the letter by Anderson Racing 
(Voices, July 27 issue) regarding 
their disappointment with treatment 
received at our six-hour endurance 
race. To begin with, let me say that 
as another of the competitors in that 
race, I cannot completely disagree 
that the organization/execution was 
very poor. However, rather than say, 
“I didn’t have anything to do with 
it,” I must accept some of the blame 
as I chose the path of too many others 
and decided to just kick back and be 
a racer, rather than help out on race 
day. Let me make one thing clear, 
however: WERA had nothing to do 
with the running of the race wee- 
kend; they only agreed to accept the 
results towards their West Coast 
Championship Series. 

On more specific notes: Anderson 
Racing paid $75 rather than $50 for 
practice because they chose to use 
two bikes. I’m sorry if you felt you 
were charged unfairly, but I think 
a monetary loss in excess of $3000 
for the weekend is about all our club 
cares to stand. As for unlicensed 
riders competing in Sunday’s race, 
anyone who didn’t already hold a 
current road race license was 
required to buy a weekend license 
after being approved by WMRRA 
executive board members. ` 

On Sunday we were operating 
under our usual extremely stiff 
curfew which doesn’t allow any race 
motors or the public address system 
to be used outside the hours of 9 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. A large contingent of 
wimps at the riders’ meeting voted 
to have a warm-up lap, so everything 
else had to be backed up, cutting 
practice short. 


Regarding “‘several local rules 
broke” and “blatant favoritism of 
club officials,” the only thing 
anyone I’ve talked to can think of 
is the referee’s spontaneous decision 
to grid the late arrivals after the 
National Anthem, rather than start 
them from the hot pits as was 
announced at the riders’ meeting. By 








the way, none of those teams were 
local. As far as protests of scoring 
not being allowed, I know at least 
two teams had their scores changed 
due to protests so I’m not certain 
what your problem was there. 

On the good side of things, we 
raised $7500 for the March of Dimes 
through riders gathering pledges, no 
one required the ambulance, and we 
had the best crash truck response 
time in the recorded history of 
racing! 

Just remember that things can go 
wrong, as you proved by “traveling 
1500 miles to a race, a team of 10 
years experience” and had to borrow 
a fire extinguisher from our club to 
meet the rules. Fire extinguishers 
were there for sale, yet you were 
loaned one. Perhaps your treatment 
wasn’t as poor as your 24th place 
finish is making you remember. 

If you have any constructive com- 
ments, or you or anyone you know 
is considering coming to any of the 
tracks here in the Northwest, give me 
a call at 206/367-1731 (leave your 
number) and maybe I can help make 
your stay a bit more comfortable. 
Next year’s race will be considerably 
better run; I'll guarantee that!

AMA Grand National Championship/ 
Camel Pro Series: Rounds 15/13 





Ingram claims first win 
at Syracuse Mile

SYRACUSE, NY, SEPT. 11 


Dan Ingram benefitted from his sponsor 
Bubba Shobert’s misfortune at the Syracuse 
Mile, winning his first-ever National. When 
the checkered flag came out, Ingram - riding 


Shobert’s personal Honda 
RS750 - finished an apparent 
second behind the three-time 
AMA Grand National Champ- 


ion, But when measured on the 
trackside scale, Shobert’s bike 
weighed under the required min- 
imum of 320 pounds. 

AMA officials then impounded the 
factory Honda RS750 to place it on 
a certified scale the following day in 
Syracuse. 

“Tf this gets protested or appealed, 
we'll have our bases covered,” said 
AMA Professional Dirt Track Man- 
ager J.B. Norris. Ingram was 
awarded the victory as the post-race 
weigh-in showed that the bike was 
one-and-a-half pounds too light 





(318.5 Ibs) and was disqualified, 
Norris said on Monday, September 
12. 

“Its a bad deal all the way 
around,” Shobert said at Syracuse on 
Sunday, prior to knowing he was 
disqualified. He said that the track- 
side scale had been inconsistent 
throughout the season and he 
wanted to include the petcock and 
fuel lines while the bike was on the 
scales. He said the rule book requires 
only the gas tank to be removed, not 
its additional parts. 

The disqualification also moved 
Steve Morehead up into second place 
at Syracuse, with Tim Mertens, Chris 
Carr and Alex Jorgensen rounding 
out the top five. 

The ruling had other ramifica- 





tions as well. Before the Syracuse 
Mile, race watchers guessed that 
GNC point leader Scott Parker and 
Shobert were the only safe wagers in 
the championship chase. After Syr- 
acuse was over all bets were off 
because neither one scored any 
points. Parker’s goose egg hatched 
during the final with a major motor 
failure. The double knockout was a 
blessing for Carr, who suffered a no- 
score two weeks ago at Indy. Carr, 
third in the points with 184, once 
again became a player in the drama 
of dirt track 1988. Parker’s tally holds 
at 208 points while Shobert’s also 
stays put at 192. 

“Irs like a damn soap opera from 
week to week, it seems like,” Carr 
said on Sunday. “As Camel Pro 
Turms...” 

Also among the Syracuse surprises 
was the track itself and its dismal 
condition. Usually soaked and damp 
on arrival, the racers this time found 
it dry and sprinkled generously with 
sand and marbles. 

“I don’t think they touched the 
race track,” said a disgruntled Scott 
Parker. 

There was one noteworthy excep- 
tion to the dryness — the apex in 
turn three. A recently-built bridge 
spanning the moat between the track 
and the infield had stopped up 
drainage pipes, causing water to 
back up and flood the corner. 

“You can stand there and sink a 
couple inches,” Parker said. The 
solution from the AMA officials was 
a set of cones strung at the outer edges 
of the muck. ““They’re knocking 15 
feet off the track, and the corner’s 
already narrow,” Parker added. 

Turn two was also a trouble spot 
- a rough trouble spot. 





“Coming off of twoacouple times, 
I got both wheels off the ground,” 
Ronnie Jones said. 

Finally, the front straight also 
drew complaints from Steve More- 
head, who pointed out grommets 
and pieces of steel, making any roosts 
potentially dangerous. 

“Its probably one of the worst 
situations we’ve had to deal with all 
year, as far as track safety, rider 
safety,” Carr said. “But if everybody 
uses their heads, it should be all 
right.” 


Time Trials 

Shobert found his way around the 
cones, bumps and marbles to wind 
up at the top of the time trial heap. 
His Honda RS750 was sporting a 
new intake system, dyno tested by 
Honda engine builder Ray Plumb. 

“Hopefully, it will run a little 
better,” Plumb said. “It’s untested on 
the bike.” 

Shobert’s time trial test of the new 
intake was successful, with his 
clocking of 36.483 seconds. Although 
no details were given, the new 
intakes angle the carbs up, appar- 
ently giving the fuel/air mixture a 
straighter shot into the cylinders. 
Plumb said it makes more horsep- 
ower, but he wasn’t giving away any 
numbers. 

Parker qualified a close second, 
with a 36.579 run. Third fastest was 
Ingram - again on Shobert’s personal 
Honda - with a 36.838 time. Right 
behind was Honda-mounted Terry 
Poovey with a 36.959 mark. 

Tim Mertens followed with a 
37.050 recording. In sixth was a 
surprising Rusty Rogers, clocking a 
37.095 and earning the last available 
spot in the six-man Camel 
Challenge. 

Rounding out the top 10 were 
Doug Chandler (37.122), veterans 
Alex Jorgensen (37.226) and Steve 
Morehead (37.284), and the always- 
popular Tammy Kirk (37.333). Can- 
adian John Parker was the 44th and 
final man to qualify for the 48 
available openings. 


Heats 

The first 10-lap heat race provided 
some more Shobert foreshadowing. 
He easily won, beating second place 
Morehead by 2.5 seconds. Shobert 
took charge on lap two and pulled 
away to win in six minutes, 11.234 
seconds. 

Jorgensen snatched second on lap 
three, while Billy Herndon rode in 
fourth. Morehead, however, muscled 
into second, after some swapping 
with Jorgensen, and held on to the 
end. Jorgensen claimed third, gain- 
ing the last direct transfer to the 
main. Herndon, Brian Atherton and 
the rest of the fourth-through-ninth 
place finishers earned tickets to the 
semis. 

Heat two saw Parker winning 
comfortably over Chandler. Kirk put 
her pink Harley up front briefly, 
before Parker sailed by on the 
backstraight. Kirk received a stand- 
ing cheer from the crowd of around 
10,000, but all of the good will in 
New York couldn’t keep her Harley 
from breaking a rod on lap three. 
Chandler was soon into second, with 
Pete Hames just behind and Rodney 
Farris tagging along. They held their 
positions, following Parker to his 
6:12.853 win. 

Ingram showed whata force he has 
become in heat three - the fastest heat 
and the one with the biggest margin 
of -victory. Ingram led off the line. 
Behind him was Keith Day, who 
slipped into first in turn two on the 
next lap, only to lose the advantage 
to Ingram on the backstraight. Day 
challenged once more, but had to be 
happy with fending off Rusty Rogers 
in third. 














Ingram broke free of the draft on 
lap six and motored away to a 
6:10.592 win, topping Day by 3.47 
seconds. Rogers trailed the duo 
home, followed in by Bryan Villella 
and Jonathan Cornwell. 

Terry Poovey used his far-outside 
starting position on the groove to 
pull away in the early going of heat 
four. He was hunted by Will Davis, 
Doug Davis and the gaining Tim 
Mertens. 

Carr got by Will Davis on the 
backstraight. Mertens started his 
charge on lap eight, disposing of 
Davis on the backstretch run. Mean- 
while, Carr closed on Poovey and 
sent him back one place. 

Carr’s lead was brief, however, and 
he found himself side by side with 
Poovey, Mertens and Davis on the 
last lap. Poovey nipped Mertens at 
the end to claim the win, with Carr 
third and Will Davis fourth. 


Semis 

Farris cruised in the first 10-lap 
semi to a comfortable win. After 
getting by holeshot-man Brian 
Atherton on lap one, Farris rode 
away to a two-second margin of 
victory in the 6:13.164-long race. 
Herndon later snatched second and 
a place in the final, while Atherton 
held onto third to join the rest of 
the top seven finishers on a trip to 
the Last Chance Qualifier. 

Will Davis fought off Jones to win 
the slow second semi. Davis led by 

- the start of lap two over Villella and 
Jones: Jones went to second and 
closed on Davis while Villella 
dropped out with a flat rear tire, 
putting Doug Davis in third. 

Will Davis wound up on top after 
wobbling by on the last lap. Doug 
a was fourth and Ted Taylor was 
ifth. 


Camel Challenge 

The top six qualifiers - Shobert, 
Parker, Ingram, Poovey, Mertens 
and Rogers - lined up for the Camel 





Challege, seeking a healthy cut of the 
$17,500 purse. But hopes of a good 
start - and a good shot at the $10,000 
first-place check - sent them over the 
line early, forcing a restart. 

Parker diced with Ingram in turn 
one with Parker getting his way. But 
as they came around, Shobert led 
over the line, and seemingly pulled 
the horsepower rabbit out of the hat. 
He left the others to decide the 
winner of the $2500 second-place 
award. Parker decided he wanted it 
most and stayed in second ahead of 
Ingram, who finished third. Rogers 
was left with fourth while Mertens 
took fifth as Poovey came up last. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


The LCQ ran only two laps before 
an eight-bike pileup stopped it. Ted 
Taylor’s Honda lost a master link 
on its chain, which separated and 
whipped through the crankcase and 
an oil line, thoroughly lubricating 
the track. 

Brian Atherton suffered the most, 
with a possible broken arm as riders, 
machines and hay bales seemed to 
explode in turn two. The rest of the 
riders got up, and all but two made 
it back to the grid, after much 
straightening and bike reassembling. 
Only George Roeder II and Garth 
Brow made it through the melee 
unscathed. 

Brow holeshot the restart and led 
until passed by Cornwell, with 
whom he traded the lead until lap 
nine, when Roeder came storming 
by on the backstraight. Cornwell 
stayed close but it was Roeder who 
won and picked up the last spot in 
the final.

brakes, an oily bald tire and a loose 
exhaust system, Carr settled for fifth 
ahead of Jorgensen.

But track conditions, some spec- 
ulated, could have been a factor in 
Shobert’s disqualification, with the 
great deal of tire wear brought on 
by the hard surface.

“I wore out a lot of rubber,” 
Shobert said, and rubber is weight.

Originally set for 10 laps, 
only five were completed when 
Michael Stouffer crashed exiting 
turn two and suffered a suspected 
coma leg. The race was then called 
off.

Danes do it again 
at Long Beach

LONG BEACH, CA, SEPT. 10 


Sporting the world’s top three riders in its 


lineup, Denmark hammered the competi- 


tion to win the 1988 World Team Cup 
Speedway Championship at Long Beach 


Veterans Stadium. For Den- 
mark, it was the sixth year in 
a row that they won the crown 


and the second time that they 


won it at Long Beach. 
The Danish boys, led by dimin-

utive Jan O. Pedersen, took the lead 
at the end of the third heat and never 
looked back. When the final scores 
were tallied, Denmark had 44 points 
on the night. That was 12 more than 
the second place finishing USA and 
22 more than Sweden and England. 

The USA, performing before a 
smaller than expected crowd, was led 
by “Sudden” Sam Ermolenko who 
scored 14 points. The remainder of 
the Americans suffered problems and 
seemed to miss the starts all meeting 
long. 

When the 1985 World Team Cup 
was held at Long Beach, the USA 
or Denmark came out on top in every 
heat. That wasn’t to be in 1988 as 
Sweden’s Jimmy Nilsen stormed into 
the lead over Denmark’s Tommy 
Knudsen in event one. Lance King, 
representing the USA, was out last 
and could only get by England’s 
Simon Wigg. 

Everyone in attendance expected 
Knudsen, who scored a maximum at 
Long Beach three years ago, to catch 
and pass Nilsen, but he couldn’t and 
the Swedes took a quick lead. 

Ermolenko got his first shot in 
event two and he came up against 
Denmark’s Erik Gundersen, who 
was making his first appearance 
since winning the Individual World 
Championship one week earlier. 
Gundersen set the pace into turn one, 
but England’s Simon Cross gave him 
a tap. That momentarily slowed both 
of them and Ermolenko exploded 
beneath them and took the lead as 
the crowd let out a huge cheer. 

With the crowd urging him on, 
Ermolenko moved away from the 
pack while Gundersen tried to hold 
Cross at bay. The white flag waved 
for Ermolenko and signified one lap 
to go. For Gundersen, it spelled 
disaster. In Europe they use a yellow 
and black flag to signify the last lap, 
so when Gundersen saw the white 
he mistook it for the checkered and 
slowed. That allowed “Crossi” to 
shoot by and eventually claim 
second. 

The American fans were celebrat- 
ing as their boys had four points. 
Denmark and Sweden were next with 
three while England had two. Back 
in the pits, the Danes were angry and 
began a protest. Hans Nielsen pro- 
tested to promoter Harry Oxley, “It 








is an FIM regulation (yellow and 
black flag). Do you have a yellow 
flag now?” : 

Back on the track, Shawn Moran 
was representing the USA quite well 
in event three as he led Pedersen. The 
little Dane was all over Moran trying 
to get by on the inside but Moran 
held him back. As they came off turn 
four and headed for the black and 
yellow flag, now being used to 
signify the final lap, Pedersen went 
wide and he drove by Moran as they 
entered turn one. A split second later, 
the bottom end on Moran’s GM 
seized. Sweden’s Per Jonsson, with. 
no place to go, hit Moran’s left leg 
and sent him to the dirt. What looked 
like a win and three points for the 
USA ended up being a last place 
finish with zero points. Pedersen 
took his first win of the night and 
Denmark, with six points, took a 
lead that they never relinquished. 

Back in the pits, Moran pulled off 
his helmet and said, “I made the gate, 
but the motor started slowing as I 
came off the corners. It seized down 
there in turn one.” 

The opening round ended when 
Nielsen easily outdistanced Eng- 
land’s Kelvin Tatum and Kelly 
Moran. Denmark had the lead with 
nine points while the USA, England 
and Sweden all had five. 

Jonsson, riding the only Jawa in 
the event, took the fifth race by a wide 
margin over Kelly Moran and Knud- 
sen. That win put the Swedes one 
point up on the USA and left them 
only two behind the Danes. 

Gundersen gated Shawn Moran in 
event six and when the American 
went wide as they came off turn two, 
Gundersen was there to block him 
and protect his lead. Moran changed 
to the inside line at the end of the 
first circuit, but the World Cham- 
pion wouldn't be beaten and he had 
his first win of the 1988 Final. Moran 
took second while Swedish reserve 
Henryk Gustafsson came in third. 

Ermolenko gave the crowd 
another boost when he gated in event 
seven, but Pedersen, with another 
flashy move, went to the dirt and 
took the lead away as they came off 
turn two. Even though most of the 
crowd was pulling for the USA, they 
were marvelling at the daring moves 
of the tiny Dane and they gave him 
a nice hand when he crossed under 
the checkered for his second straight 
victory. 

In round two’s final event, it was 
Nielsen all the way. King, who gated 
last, came up to second at the finish. 
Tony Olsson, of Sweden, ended up 
third with England’s Chris Morton 
last. Amazingly, England failed to 
score in the second round. 

Denmark led with 19 points. The 
USA was next with 13 followed by 
Sweden (11) and England (5). 

England was in dire need of points 
and they made a tactical move. They 
took Morton out of heat nine and 
summoned reserve Gary Havelock. 
Ermolenko notched an easy win in 
the event, but Havelock turned in a 
sterling effort and fought back 
Knudsen all the way for second. That 
started an English comeback. 

Gundersen won event 10 while 
King finished last. King missed the 
gate again, but with a hig move in 
the first bend, he got past Tatum and 
Jonsson. Both riders quickly got 
back past King and held him in last 
to the finish. Gundersen’s victory put 
the Danes in command. At the 
halfway, they led by seven and they 
were about to pour it on. 

England’s team managers Colin 
Pratt and Eric Boocock decided to 
have another look at Havelock and 
he replaced the disappointing Wigg 
in event 11. Havelock had the lead 
off the line over Swedish reserve 
Gustafsson; Pedersen got a bad start

and was in third with Kelly: Moran 
ast 

Pedersen, making his first appear- 
ance in the USA, had the crowd’s 
attention as it anticipated his move 
through the pack. He blazed by 
Gustafsson in turn one on lap two. 
He then attacked the inside of 
Havelock in turn one on lap three 
and when that didn’t work, he went 
to the dirt. 

Much to the delight of the fans, 
he relieved Havelock of the lead as 
they came off two the final time. 
Havelock tried to go back inside of 
him, but the little Dane brought it 
down to the pole and slammed the 
door in his face. The tiny rider 
received a thunderous ovation as he 
took the checkered flag. 

The third round closer saw 
Nielsen take his third consecutive 
win in convincing fashion over 
Shawn Moran, Nilsen and Cross. 

After three rounds, Denmark was 
turning it into a runaway with an 
1] point advantage. Just to make sure 
things didn’t get too out of hand, 
Morton, back in after being replaced 
by a reserve in the previous round, 
shocked everyone with England’s 
only victory of the meeting to start 
round four. He beat Kelly Moran, 
Gundersen and Nilsen. 

The race for the lead was history 
and the USA had a stranglehold on 
the second place spot, but the Swedes 
and England were locked into a war 
for the bronze. They were tied with 
14 points each after 13 races. 

The tide for the bronze flowed 
England’s way in event 14 as Knud- 
sen won his only race of the meeting. 
Tatum claimed second with Shawn 
Moran third. Moran actually gated, 
but Knudsen moved him out of the 
way in turn one, sending Moran to 
last at the outset. 

Event 15 saw reserved Havelock, 
Gustafsson and USA’s Rick Miller 
on the track. They had a tall order 
as they met up with Pedersen. 
Gustafsson, bringing his GM from 
the pole, gated over Miller, Pedersen 
and Havelock. Pedersen wheelied off 
turn four on the opener and while 
doing so, he relegated Miller to third. 

Pedersen looked to the outside of 
Gustafsson as they came off turn two 
‘on lap three, and seconds later he 
rocketed by and rode the rest of the 
way to his fourth consecutive victory. 
The little guy had created a giant 
impression on all of the fans. 

Ermolenko matched up with 
Nielsen to close the fourth round and 





it ended up going the Dane’s way. 
He gated from the pole aboard his 
Godden and let Jonsson and Ermo- 
lenko have at each other for second. 
Ermolenko eventually won the 
encounter with the tough Swede, but 
Nielsen kept his perfect score intact 
with another impressive win. 

The score heading into the final 
round was Denmark 39, USA 23, 
England 17 and Sweden 17. 

The final round consisted of the 
fourth highest scoring rider from 
each team in the first race of the 
round. The third highest scorers 
mixed it up in the second race 
followed by the number two riders 
and then the highest scorers for each 
team in the final race of the night. 

With the first two spots decided, 
the attention swung to England and 
Sweden in their titanic struggle for 
third. King, off gate four, again had 
problems on the start, but he imme- 
diately began picking off riders. He 
took Gustafsson before they. came off 
the first bend. Then he got Havelock 
one lap later. Knudsen’s GM 
momentarily quit as he went into 
one on lap three allowing King and 
Havelock to both get by; King took 
the win ahead of Havelock as Gus- 
tafsson failed to finish. That put the 
English two points up on the 
Swedes. 

The next race, matching each 
team’s second highest scorers was a 
shocker. Denmark, wanting to get 
everyone on the team into the meet- 
ing, pulled Gundersen and replaced 
him with John Jorgensen who 
finished second. Just behind him 
came Cross with Kelly Moran, after 
missing the start, fourth. The sur- 
prise winner, after scoring one point 
from his first three rides, was Swed- 


en’s Olsson. That made it Sweden. 


20 and England 20 with two events 
remaining. 

Shawn Moran turned in a thrilling 
performance in event 19 and he 
became the only rider on the night 
to defeat Nielsen. Sweden’s Nilsen 
broke on the line and scored zero 
points allowing Havelock, Eng- 
land’s most valuable rider, to take 
an uncontested third. England was 
now up by one. 

The fans were disappointed when 
the Danes, showing great team spirit, 
decided to sit Pedersen out so Jor- 
gensen could get another ride. It was 
the last race of the meeting and 
Ermolenko was going to leave the 
USA fans with something to cheer 
about. He got the gate and never

looked back. If he had, he would have 
seen the war for second between 
Jonsson and Tatum. If Tatum took 
second, England took third overall 
in the meeting. If Jonsson took 
second and Tatum finished third, 
there would be a four lap runoff for 
the bronze medal. 

Jonsson was in second and he put 
an aggressive block on Tatum as they 
came off turn two. Tatum stayed 
within striking distance, but he 
couldn’t get by. When the checkered 
ended the four-lapper, Ermolenko 
took his third victory of the meeting 
over Jonsson, Tatum and Jorgensen 
(Jorgensen thus recorded Denmark’s 
only last place finish). 


The final score ended up Denmark ~ 


44, USA 32, Sweden 22 and England 
22, but there was still the runoff for 
third. In addition to third place 
being at stake, the top three teams 
automatically qualified for the 1989 
World Team Cup Championship 
while the fourth place finisher will 
have to contest a series of qualifiers. 

Jonsson was chosen to represent 


Sweden while England went with ` 


Tatum. Jonsson came off the pole, 
but Tatum beat him on the start. 
Time and time again, Jonsson closed 
to Tatum’s rear tire but Tatum 
would drive away. As they hit turn 
four on the third lap, Jonsson went 
to the extreme outside. Tatum saw 
him and moved up to block. When 
Tatum went for the block, Jonsson 
swooped under him and elbowed 
him out of the way as they came 
down the front chute. Tatum almost 
ate some chain link fencé and was 
beaten back to the first corner. From 
that point it was all Jonsson and his 
win put Sweden on the victory stand 
with the victorious Danes and second 
place USA. 

The quiet Swede got off his bike 
and smiled, “I did everything I could. 
I went high in the dirt and tried to 
turn inside of him. I managed to do 
it and I am quite pleased.” 

Pedersen praised the race track 
after scoring his maximum. “It is a 





beautiful race track. You can have 
a go on it. It is something you want 
to ride on. Some of the tracks you 
ride aren’t too good.” When asked 
about his thrilling opening race with 
Shawn Moran, the little rider broke 
into a big grin. “I was lucky there 
(the outside pass). Shawn is a very 
fair rider to ride with. You know you 
can race him. It is the same with us, 
we don’t do anything to each other. 
It was one helluva race.” 

At the press conference, Gun- 
dersen sat down and told reporters, 
“We were glad that we could end it 

as early as we did. We are the best 
and all of the other nations are up 
against it. I don’t think we have 
feared any country for the last five 
or six years, but we know that there 
is going to be a time when another 
nation is going to produce another 
bunch of guys like we are.” 

Gundersen then gave his side of 
the white flag controversy. “I 
thought I saw a white checkered flag. 
We tried to get the race rerun, but 
the referee wouldn’t. They had the 
correct flag for the next race. It didn’t 
affect the results at the end.”’ 

Sam Ermolenko, the only rider 
outside of the Danes to attend the 
conference, said, “We were a little 
unlucky, but I think our team needs 
some background work. I am not 100 
percent happy with the way things 
went in the pits.” 

Harry Oxley closed the press 
conference when he looked at 
Pedersen and asked Danish team 
manager Kjeld Lunda question. “Do 
you think we could get USA citizen- 
ship papers for this little guy for 
1989?” e

Matson fastest of 
many record breakers

During the 1988 Bonneville Speed Week 29 
new Southern California Timing Associa- 
tion motorcycle records and two FIM records 
were set at a most successful race meet, after 


several years of too much rain 
at the fragile Bonneville Salt 
Flats. Although riders were 
searching for a smooth route 


along the edges at the end of the 
week, the course was relatively good, 
and was only shut down because of 
weather for a few hours one after- 
noon, due to high winds. The SCTA 
did an exceptionally efficient job of 
staging the runs. 

Fast bike, not surprisingly to 
Bonneville buffs, was Dave Matson’s 
much reworked 1955 Vincent Black 
Shadow, with one qualifying run at 
230 mph and records set at 225 with 
a fairing and 210 without. Matson 
had been coming to Bonneville for 
a long time, since 1959, and works 
throughout the year on the Vincent. 
He used to change the frame each 
year, seeking for something better, 
but had run the same frame (and 
fairing) since 1986. He draws on his 
extensive collection of original 
Vincent parts, bought in the ’50s, 
when they were cheap, obtains some 
from England, and makes many 
himself in his home machine shop. 

This was a peak year for Matson; 
for several years he went very fast one 
way but blew up, sometimes spec- 
tacularly, on the record return run. 
(SCTA rules require an average of 
two runs in opposite directions.) In 
’86 the reason for the failure was 
mysterious until he took the bike 
apart, which he starts to do the day 
after he gets home to Bloomfield 
Hills, Michigan; internal engine 
parts will already be showing evi- 


dence of salt corrosion by then. He 
found three of the four ignition wires 
broken off. Taping and covering 
with heat-shrink was notenough. To 
prevent any stress, for ’87 he bunched 
the wires carefully, taped them, 
covered them with heat-shrink, and 
siliconed them. Of stich mundane 
details are composed successful 
Bonneville efforts. 

In ’87 the salt was slippery; on one 
run he lost about 50 mph to slippage. 
Also he broke a welded rocker arm, 
so for this year he made them out 
of solid steel. Matson uses Jahn’s 
forged car pistons, made to his 
specifications. He cuts the valve 
pockets himself so he can use dif- 
ferent valves of his own design, and 
makes the rings. He uses a special 
Vincent cam by Andrews for the 
1653cc engine, and this year Carillo 
rod, but makes many other parts. 

Bonneville is a wicked place to 
run, especially if you want to go very 
fast. The salt is never the same from 
year to year. Weather is violent and 
unpredictable, motorcycle parts are 
125 miles away, and corrosion does 
strange things to machines. Despite 
all this, Matson’s campaign this year 
went exactly according to plan. He 
wanted no more than six runs. After 
that the cylinders get scored, whether 
from the nitro or the salt. He 
qualified with one run on Sunday 
in the fairing class, MPS-AF-2000, 
and raised his 1986 record of 205 to 
225 in Monday morning record runs. 
Later Monday he qualified for the 
unfaired M-AF-2000 class, and on 


Tuesday upped his 1985 record of 202 
to 210. Six highly successful runs. 
Madsen is ably assisted by his wife 
Arlene. 

Familiar Bonneville competitors 
Jim Bickford and Les Ranger, did 
well, too, with Ranger turning in a 
217 in a qualifying run, and setting 
records of 207 with an 1100cc Honda 
in the A-AB-1300 class, and 208 with 
the 900cc engine in the A-AB-1000. 
The bike is complex; Bickford’s 
careful crafting makes it work. The 
900 is a bored-out ’79 750, the bigger 
engine an ’83 “1100” (actually 1030 
or so) bored out to 1127; the engine 
being blown, cubes are mostly neces- 
sary to fit the class. The turbocharger 
is a big-car-sized pump with which 
they can boost to 35 pounds. 

The bike has more potential. 
Family responsibilities kept original 
rider Ted Gansberger off the salt the 
last three years. Bickford and Ranger 
would like to take the bike over and 
obtain a better fairing, one with no 
lift. Their fastest faired time so far 
is 221; Ranger says a more stable 


fairing is essential. Unfaired the bike 
is very stable, and Ranger likes riding 
it more than his own record-holding 
650 because it’s so fast. Also they 
want a lockout type drag clutch, 
though clutch problems this year 
went away when they changed to a 
less slippery oil. 

Bikes running over 200 mph tend 
to have tire problems, and they need . 
to explore alternatives. On the 217th 
run the clutch failed and a whole 
one-inch wide strip flew off the 
center of their shaved road race tire. 
Matson is able to run car tires on 
his Vincent, in the front a 17-inch 
Goodyear drag race tire. As to the 
rear, the original Firestone Bonne- 
ville tires haven’t been made for some 
years now and are carefully hoarded 
by the fast guys; Matson uses a 15- 
inch rear Bonneville tire from a more 
recent batch arranged for by the late, 
lamented Mickey Thompson. 

Scott Guthrie’s specialty is mul- 
tiple records, and he outdid himself 
this year with 11, using his collection 
of variously sized TZ750 engines — 
including one in an efficient small 
streamliner designed and built by 
Jim Burkdoll of Utah. The Burkdoll 
family astonished Salt Flats racers 
when they appeared with their first 
tiny, speedy, motorcycle-engined 
streamliner. Then they built this 
bigger one to go faster safely. Guthrie 
liked the car and offered a trade of 
a prepared TZ750 engine for a ride. 
The car. got both Burkdoll and 
Guthrie into the coveted 200 Mile- 
an-Hour Club. It’s rare for someone 
to get both car and motorcycle 
records on the same day, and we can’t 
think of anyone else who set a 
motorcycle record and got a car into 
the “Two Club” on the same day. 

Floridian Guthrie ran the TZZs in 
175cc (as a single), 350cc (as a twin), 
and. 500cc (as a four) combinations 
this year, de-boring and using only 
as many holes as needed. He looks 
at all classes from 175 to 1000cc 
except 250cc. He’s penalized on the 
low end by carrying around so much 
weight in the form of unused metal, 
and on the high end by running in 
the 1000cc class with 751cc. Mostly 
he doesn’t go for records he already 
holds, and a few records he tries to 
leave alone for historical reasons, for 
instance Brian Eriksen’s 1977 mark 
of nearly 160 mph with an RD350. 

The SCTA requires a designated 
gasoline to be used for record runs,

and many entrants found this year’s 
s, California Gold, to be unpre- 
ictable. Guthrie used the single for 
a sacrificial lamb, ran it not-too-fat 
on Sunday, and blew the crankcase 
in half. The smaller displacements 
are also handy for using the less 
strong parts that pass magnaflux but 
are not tops, are flawed or used but 
have had much loving care lavished 
on them. Guthrie’s Bonneville oper- 
ation, too, is year-long, with me- 
chanic Jon Nalon working 15 to 20 
hours a week on the bikes the other 
51 weeks of the year. Much effort goes 
into determining what parts will 
work together, into building up the 
different sizes, drawing on Guthrie’s 
collection of TZs and parts; he has 
most of the TZ750 market in the 
Southeast cornered. 


Cal Swanson of Princeton, Illi- . 


nois, had the third fastest bike, 
record-wise. Inspired to run at 
Bonneville by a fellow Illinoisan, 
Kawasaki expert Bill-Wirges, Swan- 
son ran in the P-1300 classs in ’86 
with the strong ’85 Suzuki 1150, 
reworked it for ’87, redid it over last 
winter, and went 195 and some 
change this year in the APS-AB-2000 
class. The bike, now 1325cc, features 
MTC pistons, Falicon welded crank, 
Jesse. Gatlin headwork, S&S carb, 
Bill Hahn mag, Holley fuel pump, 
and Mr. Turbo kit. Douglas McEng 
of Sterling, Illinois, tuned and built 
the motor. Swanson is interested in 
running Wirges’ streamliner, per- 
haps; the exciting, showy ’liners are 
always welcome at the salt. 

With just a tad slower record of 
194.618, the Big D crew of Dallas 
were also crowding the 200 mark. 
Rider Jon Minnono had the Tri- 
umph Trident to over 202 on a 
couple of runs but was not able to 
back it up. The main weak point was 
turbos, which were old ones from 
their store of parts. Minnono says 
they will have new turbos next year, 
especially as the old ones were all 
used up this week. The 1972 860cc 
Trident motor was built by Big D 
and has Triumph heads, Aries pis- 
tons, Triumph rods and crank, 
Megacycle cam, Hilborn pump, and 
Darcy ignition. Ed Mabry, a very 
experienced drag racer and builder 
of race car chassis, built the frame 
and external engine parts such as the 
injectors and the turbo mount. They 
were pleased that they successfully 
made over 20 runs on the engine, this 
year and in ’86, and because it’s 
uncommon to run so fast with that 
few cubes (Bickford and Ranger’s 
900cc Honda is the only other bike 
that comes to mind). 

After getting production records in 
their respective classes, Gerry White- 
house of Tri-State Express ran his 
new Suzuki 1186cc Katana against 
Doug Meyer of Dublin Kawasaki's 
997cc ZX-10 Ninja on Friday to get 
long-course stickers (over 175 mph) 
and see which bike was fastest. Both 
changed to 38mm Mikuni carbs. 
Whitehouse went to Vance & Hines 
pipes, Meyer to Rob Muzzy pipes. 
Meyer took the Mikunis off, how- 
ever, deciding the power delivery was 
too abrupt. With these changes the 
ZX-10 ran 1757819 and the Katana 
176.366. ; 

Internal engine work is permitted 
in the Production class, though the 
rules are very serious about the bike 
looking stock. The Suzuki has heads 
by Flying Horses Racing, HMP 
pistons, Vance & Hines cams, and 
is sponsored by Harry’s Machine 
Parts of Framingham, Massachu- 
setts. The Kawasaki has heads, rods, 
and pistons modified by Meyer,. 
Megacycle cams, Andrews coils, a 
Falicon crank, and is sponsored by 
Dublin Kawasaki of Dublin, Califor- 
nia/Shoei/Andrews/Megacycle and 
Metzeler. 





Three bikes featured Luftmeister 
turbo kits, the Becker-Lyon-BMW 
streamliner, Luftmeister President 
Matt Capri’s own street bike, and 
Skip and Pam Baker’s sidecar outfit. 
Mike Becker of Colorado started the 
"liner, with chassis by a Pike’s Peak 
Hillclimb builder. The body is from 
molds owned by: Bob George, who 
used to go very fast at Bonneville 
with Harleys, and fit the chassis 
reasonably well, with some shim- 
ming. The engines are from a three- 
year project of Capri’s, researched up 
to now at the El Mirage Dry Lakes’ 
meets in southern California, at an 
undisclosed lake-bed location in 
Nevada, and on the dyno. The goal 
was to produce very fast four- 
cylinder K-engined BMWs using 
catalog parts. The bikes used eight 
to 12 pounds of boost at Bonneville, 
the street range for the K100, though 
12 is said to be an “Oh God” level. 
The three-cylinder K75 engine in the 
‘liner with its K100 pistons and 
compression ratio of only nine-and- 
a-half to one could use 16 to 18 
pounds. 

Driver and mechanic Ken Lyon, 
with several years of previous Bon- 
neville experience but none in 
streamliners, did not fall down, as 
so many do to start, and by Wed- 
nesday had a record in the S-AB-750 
class of 182.732, overriding a 1977 
speed of 163.122 by Jon Minnono. 
He credited the previous develop- 
ment of the engine, its careful break- 
in, its preparation by Luftmeister 
Tech and R&D Manager Mark Vol- 
komener, and stability of the bike, 
which uses center-hub steering. Most 
of the body was still in the shop, as 
construction is ahead of schedule; 
only the front was used. Doubtless 
this vehicle has much more poten- 
tial, with full streamlining, more 
boost, and also with the alternate 
K100 engine. 

Capri’s bike, though it went close 
to 200 mph, had two problems. 
Through an oversight the fairing 
was designed with too long a nose, 
preceding. the front axle. This is 
going to be a much discussed point 
at Bonneville from now on, because 
many contemporary bikes are being 
made with such fairings. They are 
allowed to run in Production classes 
when they come with the bike, but 
when that motorcycle moves into a 
Modified class it is disallowed. 

Originally this rule was for safety 
reasons. But technology has 
changed, and riders of these contem- 
porary bikes say they experience no 
instability. In Capri’s case, he tried 
cutting off the nose to make the 
fairing legal, but with the flat front 
he then found the bike too unstable 
to make the time comfortably. 

According to Volkomener, Capri’s 
bike and the sidecar got shot down 
by the California Gold gasoline, 
which clogged the injectors, chang- 
ing the spray pattern and burning 
a hole in the piston. Other compet- 
itors had trouble with injectors or 
filters, reading the plugs, or having 
to use strange jetting. Volkomener 
rebuilt engines three times and 
finally ran out of parts. Capri’s 
fastest run with his street bike, a first- 
year 1985 K100 was 198.974, but on 
the crucial return record run the 
injector problem surfaced. Time 
miles are different for SCTA and 
FIM; the time for SCTA was suffi- 
cient, but the record was disallowed 
because of the fairing. The return 
FIM time was too low because by 
then the bike had broken. The Baker 
sidecar also failed in record runs 
because of the injector problem. 

The company which formerly 
provided the SCTA racing gasoline, 
SoCal, is now out of business; it is 
highly unlikely California Gold will 
be used again. Plans are already

underway for a legal fairing for next 
year; Capri would really like a record 
over 200 mph for the bike he rides 


. to work every day and catalog parts. 


Of the smaller motorcycles, a 
notable one was the tasty Can-Am 
175cc two-stroke of Californians Jim 
Raymond and Ron McCabe. They 
chose it as an affordable project, 
doing all their own engine and 
transmission work and building the 
fender and pipe. Both have been 
involved with motorcycling since 
they were kids; Raymond used to ride 
enduros and McCabe still rides trials. 
Running in the gas and fuel classes, 
M-AG-175 and M:AF-175, Raymond 
and McCabe raised the 1977 records 
by seven and nine mph respectively, 
a respectable gain at speeds just over 
100. 

This year’s Speed Week was not- 
able for the number of women 
participating. In the years of motor- 
cycle involvement in the meet, only 
a handful of women have ridden. 
Pam Baker, Maria Briggs, and Teresa 
Kincaid, age 72, drove or passengered 
in sidecars. 

Also, two daughters of partici- 
pants, Belen Wagner and Frances 
Stark, got records. Belen’s father 
Wiltz is a trials and ice racing rider 
and prepares their bikes. This year’s 
was a year-old Kawasaki KX80 in a 
100cc class. Last year’s successful 


attempt was on a Fantic street bike 
brought into the U.S., though not 
usually imported, because Wagner 
Sr. knew of Fantics through trials 
riding. 

At the end of the meet Frances 
Stark had raised the record almost 
11 mph in the P-250 class with an 
imported two-stroke twin, the 
Suzuki RG250G, upping it several 
times during the week. SCTA Pro- 
duction class rules do not require 
bikes or parts to be legal for U.S. 
street use. Her father DeWayne 
qualified at 170.414 on a 168.874 
record but snapped a rod on the 
down record run Friday with his ’82 
Kawasaki KZ1100 now 1268cc. 

Sidecar activity was the greatest 
ever. The second street sidecar was 
a Kawasaki with a Watsonian chair 
which got both SCTA and FIM 
records. The SCTA record of 117 was 
over a Minimum of 115; minimums 
are set for new classes opened. The 
FIM time differed only in fractions 
and was open. FIM sidecar rules were 
more realistic a few years ago and 
all the old records retired. 

Bob Bakker and Larry Coleman, 
with passengers Warren Ryan and 
Mike Taylor, set records in blown 
and normally aspirated classes, 
respectively, on beautiful racing

Danes 1-2-3, 
Ermolenko fourth 
in Denmark

VOJENS, DENMARK, SEPT. 3 


Sam Ermolenko, the lone American entrant, 
failed in his bid to break the Danish 
monopoly in the World Championship 
Final at Vojens. The Final was being held 


in Denmark for the first time 
and the Danes were determined 
to make the most of the occa- 
sion. They succeeded in spec- 
tacular style by filling the first three 
places and relegating Ermolenko, 
who was third in Amsterdam last 
year, to fourth. _ 

The title went to Erik Gundersen, 
winner of the World Championship 
in 1984 and 1985, who beat the man 





who took the title from him two years 
ago, Hans Nielsen, in a runoff after 
both had scored 14 points. Third spot 
on the victory rostrum went to 25- 
year-old Jan Pedersen who finished 
one point down on the leaders with 
Ermolenko a further point behind. 
In the early stages it appeared as 
though the 27-year-old challenger 
from Maywood, California, might 
upset the Danes. He was impressive 
in winning his first two races and 





was running neck and neck with 
Gundersen in the score chart after 
beating England’s Kelvin Tatum in 
his opening heat and leaving 
Pedersen behind the next time out, 
but the situation changed when he 
clashed with Nielsen in his third 
race. Ermolenko was on the outside 
and although he gated well Nielsen 
quickly found a way past and the 
Californian had to be satisfied with 
second place. : 
Ermolenko was still in contention 


‘but his hopes were dashed in an 


unlucky 13th heat when he met 
Gundersen. Ermolenko was pleased 
to have the inside lane on the Dane 
but he could not match Gundersen’s 
speed from the tapes and while he 
was concentrating on the ex-champ, 
Sweden’s wild Per Jonsson, who had 
already been disqualified in an 
earlier race for bringing down 
Nielsen, charged into the fray. 
Ermolenko was taken off his line and 
while he diced with Jonsson, Gun- 
dersen shot away to collect his fourth 
win of the meet. Jonsson won the 
battle for second, leaving Ermolenko 
three points down on the leader and 
although he hit back in his final ride 
by winning a wheel-to-wheel battle 
with Brit Chris Morton, his 12 point 
total was not enough to give him a 
place on the rostrum. 

Ermolenko was overtaken in the 
score chart by Pedersen who reco- 
vered from second place rides in his 
opening two races to clock three 
wins. Pedersen was the only man to 


beat Gundersen who rides for the 


same Cradley Heath Club in the 
British League. 





It seemed Pedersen might have 
dented his clubmate’s chances of 
regaining the title when he swept 
past him in his final race, leaving 
Gundersen to face a high. tension 
run-off with his arch rival Nielsen, 
but Gundersen was not worried. 
While the two contestants were 
preparing for the showdown, 
another heavy shower soaked the 
track and after winning the toss for 
starting positions Gundersen chose 
to take the outside lane. 

He made the right decision. While 
Nielsen spun at the gate, Gundersen 
shotaway and although Nielsen gave 
chase he could not close the gap. In 
the end Gundersen won by a wide 
margin to take back the World 
Championship crown which 
Nielsen snatched from him in 1986. 

While Gundersen celebrated, 
Nielsen was left to‘ ponder on his 


‘failure to become the only rider to 


win three successive Individual 
Finals since Ivan Mauger completed 
the hat trick in 1970, but Nielsen 
could be pleased with the fact that 
he had contributed to a magnificent 
triumph for Denmark, who became 
the first nation to make a clean sweep 
of the medals since Sweden in 1961. 

Gundersen was not concerned by 
the fact that his only defeat came 
from teammate Pedersen. “Jan took 
a good line and I could not get past 
him, but I knew if there was a run- 
off I should still win the title. I had 
beaten Nielsen once in the match and 
there was no reason why I should 
not do it a second time,” said 
Gundersen. “I was feeling good; I 
just knew it had to be my day and

it’s a great day for all of us. It was 
a t thrill to win my first cham- 
pionship in 1984 but to win it for 
a third time in front of my own 
people was something special.” 

For Ermolenko, third in 1 and 
again last year, there could only be 
disappointment. As the only Amer- 
ican to reach the Final he was pleased 
he had been given an advantageous 
draw. He had the inside lane on all 


his chief rivals apart from Nielsen 
but a freak thunderstorm less’ than 
two hours before the scheduled start 
flooded the track. The ground staff 
worked frantically to repair the 
damage and mop up the surplus 
water and the circuit was perfect for 
racing after the first few heats, but 
the advantage of the inside 5 
nullified. 

“It was really disappointing 
because I felt I could do it this time,”

Championship: Round 5 


Goodfellow shocks 
’em in Japan 
By Ken Frankel 


SUGO, JAPAN, AUG. 28 

New Zealander-turned Cana- 
dian Gary Goodfellow turned 
in an impressive performance 
on his Suzuki GSXR750 to win 


the fifth round of the World Super- 
bike Series in Sugo, winning the first 
heat and finishing third in the 
second. 

Goodfellow, while still feeling the 
effects of a wrist and foot injury 
suffered earlier in the year, qualified 
his Suzuki 12th on the 39-bike grid, 
but got a good start in the first leg 
and was always near the front. 
Despite a pit stop to replace his rear 
rain tire, which was deteriorating 
rapidly on the drying track, he 
regained the lead two laps from the 
end to win the first leg over Honda’s 
Fred Merkel and Suzuki-mounted 
Yukiya Oshima. 

Starting just after a heavy rain that 
drenched the opening ceremonies, 
Australian Michael Doohan took the 
early lead, but the Marlboro Dealer 
Team rider crashed on the opening 
lap. He remounted, but lost four laps 
and could only manage a 31st in that 
opening segment. 

In the mix-up that followed, 
Kenichiro Iwahashi and his Honda 
VFR750 took the lead for the next 
four laps, followed by Saito, as 
Goodfellow wisely decided to let the 
Japanese leaders fight among them- 
selves, staying carefully in third 
place. When Saito slid off the track 

on lap five, and Iwahashi did the 
same on lap eight, Goodfellow 
retook the lead and then gradually 
began to draw away from the com- 
petition until he had a 20-second 











cushion over second place (and 
second fastest qualifier) Yamaha’s 
Kunio Machil. 

All of the foreign riders had been 
saying that Machil was the fastest 
Japanese rider in the event, and as 
the racing line began to dry out and 
Goodfellow’s rear Dunlop turned to 
chewing gum, Machil took over the 
lead on lap 10. Goodfellow, mean- 
while, gambled on a Yoshimura- 
styled pit stop for a rear tire change. 
The Yoshimura team was fresh from 
the Suzuka 8-Hour experience at 
quick pit-stops and had him back out 
on the track in fifth place. He was 
down 30 seconds, but fitted with a 
new Dunlop slick. 

Machil continued in first place on 
his Michelin “wets,” followed by 
three other Japanese riders as Good- 
fellow began to cut their lap times 
by three to five seconds per lap for 
the remaining 10-laps, passing rider 
after rider. Finally with two laps 
remaining and less than a four- 
second gap between them, Machil 
ran off the course under pressure; he 
later reported that he had been 
suffering from a sticking throttle, 
forcing him to use the kill switch 
going into the corners. 

` Goodfellow, who had been plan- 
ning to take the lead on the last lap 
while going down the main straight, 
was more surprised than anyone else 
as Machil ran off the course and 
stopped on the grass area right in 
front of him. Goodfellow led on lap 
24 and took the checkered flag on 
lap 25, but had to almost be carried 
onto the winner’s podium, in 
obvious pain, but happy! 

“It was incredible,” he said. 
only hoped to finish and gain ak. 
points; I never dreamed I’d be up 
here. I’m certainly glad I took the 
gamble and stopped for that new 
Dunlop slick. I’ve ridden with 
Michelin riders before in these kind 
of conditions and knew that as the 
line became dry their tires would still 
be strong. I especially think it’s great 











for Suzuki and Yoshimura to be win- 
ning their first race in this series.’ 

Finishing a distant second was 
Merkel, who had qualified seventh 
but had a terrible start and battled 
back from about 20th; he finished the 
25-laps nearly 30 seconds behind 
Goodfellow. Merkel was also nurs- 
ing an injured “money hand” (his 
throttle and brake right hand), and 
was only hoping to finish for some 
points. He was overjoyed with the 
points that went with second place, 
as he moved into second place, in 
the championship series behind 
Bimota-mounted Davide Tardozzi. 
Tardozzi didn’t pick up any points 
and was out after only 19 laps. 

Also out of the points with a crash 

was Fabrizio Pirovano, who ran into 
the Swiss rider Edwin Weibel on lap 
nine. Australian Michael Dowson, 
Doohan’s Marlboro teammate, had 
moved up to fourth place after 12 
laps, but lost the front end and 
crashed. 
* Oshima, another Yoshimura- 
Suzuki GSXR750 rider, finished 
third after battling through the 
Japanese dominated mid-field pack. 
Stephane Mertens, Tardozzi’s Bi- 
mota teammate, was fourth, follow- 
ed by Yamaha-mounted Watanabe, 
and Australian Robert Phillis on the 
only Kawasaki Superbike in the race; 
a ZX750R code name bike, but 
actually the GPX750. Aaron Slight 
from New Zealand was seventh on 
a stock Bimota YB4 privateer entry. 

Virginio Ferrari, racing for Moto 
Club Milano on a Honda RC30, fin- 
ished 10th with Marco Lucchinelli’s 
851 Ducati placing 12th. Anders An- 
dersson of Suzuki Sweden was 15th, 
Jari Suhonen of Finland was 10th, 
and Australian Malcolm Campbell 
on another Honda RC30 was 17th. 

The second heat was run under dry 
conditions, but that certainly did not 
serve to prevent any crashes or lower 
the competitive excitement which 
bad the 45,000 spectators on their 
eet. 

Starting again from the same 
qualification grid as the first heat 
(Lucchinelli, Machil, Dowson and 
Tardozzi on the front row, with Doo- 
han, Iwahashi, Merkel, and Saito on 
the second row), Fabrizio Pirovano 
and his Yamaha was a jack-rabbit 
from his 11th position on the third 
row and was first into the corner, 
followed by Dowson, Merkel, and 
Lucchinelli. The Italian former 
World Champion’s big 851 Ducati 
was definitely the fastest thing on the 
weekend and he soon roared past all 
of them on the back straights to take 
the lead on lap one; he was followed 
by Dowson, Pirovano, Martens and 
then Merkel. Mertens mysteriously 
dropped the Bimota just before 
going through the “esses” on the 
second lap and then restarted, after 
dropping either gasoline or oil at the 
entrance to the corner. 

Maintaining his lead on the third 
lap, Lucchinelli’s powerful drive 
was short-lived as his front tire came 
in contact with Mertens’ previous lap 
oil-spill, and down he went. Right 
on his tail in second place was Dow- 
son, and with the big red Ducati 
down and sliding right across the 
racing line through the oil there was 
nowhere for Dowson to go but down 
as well. 

Luckily for Lucky, the Ducati slid 
gently up and over the corner bank- 
ing onto the grass, but Dowson was 
not so fortunate as the Yamaha 
snagged on a foot-peg, flipped up 
into the air, and came down hard 
enough to scatter parts, including 
the gas tank, and burst into flames. 

Everyone carefully avoided the two 
downed riders and their bikes, with 
Merkel seizing the advantage and 
taking over the lead, followed by 
Goodfellow. The Canadian, how- 








ever, smoothly out-cornered Merkel 
in the first and second right-hand 
corners (the hairpin) and then took 
an extremely safe line through the 
accident area at the “esses”. 

Merkel, however, didn’t take heed, 
and with his “money hand” grab- 
bing an uncontrolled handful of 
front brakes, he was brought down 
quickly. Falling onto his already 
injured hand. 

At this point, the race was wisely 
red-flagged. The track was scrubbed 
down at the accident area and the 
emergency helicopter was brought in 
to dry the remaining water before the 
restart of the second heat. The new 
grid was minus Lucchinelli, Machil 
(who had crashed at the chicane), 
Dowson and Noguchi. This grid re- 
flected the positions at the start of 
the third lap: Merkel, Goodfellow, 
Iwahashi, Waibel, Doohan, Tar- 
dozzi, Phillis, and Saito in the first 
two rows. 

Thirty-six bikes started what was 
to be a 22-lap race, and the final 
results would be determined by 
adding the times from both legs of 
the second heat. 

At the green light, the Italian hard- 
charger Pirovano shot from his 12th 
position on the fifth row to arrive 
first at the first corner. “I think he 
crossed the starting line even before 
I did,” said Goodfellow, adding that 
“Pirovano must be an ex-motocross- 
er, because it seems that he’s always 
looking for an outside berm that just 
doesn’t exist in road racing.” 

Phillis briefly took over the lead 
but was soon passed by Doohan and 
then challenged by Ferrari’s Honda 
RC30. Goodfellow was back in sixth 
place at this point and began work- 
ing his way forward to move into 
second place on lap 12. A tiring 
Goodfellow, however, was soon 
passed by Kenichiro Iwahashi while 
Tardozzi moved from 12th to fourth 
place. 

At the finish line it was Doohan, 
followed by Iwahashi, Goodfellow, 
Tardozzi, Weibel, and the young 
Scottish challenger Brian Morrison. 
Unfortunately for Morrison, Phillis 
was able to combine his first and 
second heat times to best Morrison 
by four seconds in the final results, 
so Morrison was listed on the official 
results as finishing seventh, despite 
receiving the sixth place trophy in 
front of the fans. Behind Morrison 
came Ferrari, Yadaski: Hanamura, 
aad Pirovano, to round out the-top 
10. °

World Superbike Championship: 
Round 6 


Pirovano takes win, 
points lead in France

LE MANS, FRANCE, SEPT. 4 
Italian Fabrizio Pirovano used 
all his motocross experience to 
master the difficult conditions 
and win his first World Cham- 
pionship Superbike race. His win 
puts him at the top of the table, just 
two points ahead of Davide Tardozzi, 


who in turn is 4.5 points in front 
of Merkel. : 





The variable conditions through- 
out practice had left few riders with 
enough time to set their bikes up 
properly, but Marco Lucchinelli 
grabbed the pole on his Ducati, 
ahead of Christophe Bouheben’s 
RC30 Honda and Pierre-Etienne 
Samin’s ZX Kawasaki. In a surprise 
fourth place was Cagiva GP rider, 
Raymond Roche, on the second 
factory Ducati 851. Roche had been 
drafted onto the team to help Luc- 
chinelli’s bid for the championship 
and will probably be riding in the 
next round in Portugal as well. 
Bimota’s Tardozzi showed his dislike 
of the damp and could only qualify 
fourth, ahead of teammate Stephane 
Mertens. 

The French organizers had decided 
that instead of the normal Superbike 
two-leg formula, there would only 
be one race of 24 laps. The race 
started in heavy drizzle and the entire 
grid was on full wet tires — although 
there was a variety of different 
compounds. Pirovano and Mertens 
opted for the harder Michelins and 
their choice proved them correct. 

As the light turned to green, the 
34 riders disappeared up the straight 
in a shower of spray. At the end of 
the first lap, Eric Delcamp led on 
the Kawasaki from Rymer and 
Samin. Behind was a pack of riders 
including Vieira, Burnett, Merkel, 
Pirovano, Bouheben and Luc- 
chinelli. 

In close contention was Mertens, 
but his teammate Tardozzi was 
having an unhappy time in the 
damp, slippery conditions. Rymer 
nearly came off but managed to stay 
on, though he dropped down to 
seventh position. Delcamp extended 
his lead to 17 seconds, but in the 
second half of the race his visor 
started to mist up and the pack began 
to catch him. Merkel fought his way 
up to second but he also dropped 
back after a few laps, when the foot 
he injured in an Italian Champion- 
ship race started bothering him. 

This allowed Pirovano on his 
steel-framed Yamaha to move up and 
contest the lead. On his way he used 
his considerable motocross expe- 
rience when he had to do a bit of 
grass-tracking on the fast left-hander 
at the back of the circuit. By doing 
so he actually moved up a couple 
of places and nearly collided with 
Burnett when he rejoined the track. 
‘Once in second position he set about 
catching and passing the slowing 
Delcamp. Meanwhile there was a 
tremendous battle going on between 
Burnett, Merkel, Mertens, Vieira, 
Bouheben and Rymer. 

With less than three laps to go, 
Pirovano took the lead and held on 
till the checkered flag. Delcamp 
managed to hold on to second place, 
ahead of Mertens. The two Honda 
France endurance teamsters Vieira 
and Bouheben were fourth and fifth, 
just ahead of Merkel, Burnett and 
Rymer. 

On the rostřum, Pirovano was in 
tears as he celebrated his first Super- 
bike victory. Totally unknown at the 
start of the season, he now finds 
himself at the head of the champion- 
ship. With only three rounds to go, 
the inaugural World Superbike 
Championship is still wide open, 
and any one of five manufacturers 
can take the title. e

AMA 600 National Championship Dirt 
Track Series: Round 16 


Atherton storms to 
Springfield win 





By Bert Shepard 


SPRINGFIELD, IL, SEPT. 3 


Woods-Rotax rider Kevin Atherton added 
an additional item in the 600cc National 
record books with his win in the Springfield 
Mile. In July, the White Pigeon, Michigan, 


„rider became the first Junior- 


ranked rider to win a half mile 
National, and today he added 


a mile National to his credits. 
The event, however, was marred 


‘by the death of Salinas, California’s 


Joel Green. Green was killed 
instantly when he crashed on the 
front straight in the first semi. 

Controversy surrounded the 
second, third and 14th place finishers 
in Springfield. Honda-mounted Dan 
Ingram ended up second with Steve 
Morehead third on the KK Motor- 
cycle Supply-sponsored, Hank Scott- 
built entry. 

The controversy stemmed from a 
split main event format. The race 
was billed as a 25-mile event, but it 
wasn’t until race day that the AMA 
or the riders realizeD that the gas 
tanks on the current 600cc machines 
will not hold enough fuel for 25 
miles. The decision was thus made 
to run 13 laps, stop for an eight- 
minute “fuel stop” and then run the 
remaining 12 laps. The starting 
order in the second leg would depend 
on one‘s finishing position in the 
first. An initial point of conjecture 
was the second leg starting procedure 
— it would be a double row start; 
many riders thought a single-row 
format would be more appropriate. 

The scenario for controversy 
began during the first leg when Chris 
Carr suffered a flat tire and lost eight 
laps. The AMA, however, allowed 
Carr to start the second half of the 
race at the tail end of the field. After 
two laps the recently-crowned 1989 


600cc National Champion was with ` 


the leaders and battled with them to 








the finish, causing a few racers to 
be upset after the event. 

“Hell, he was eight laps down, 
why didn’t he get out of the way?” 
questioned a less-than-happy More- 
head. “He lapped me at Peoria and 
I showed him the way!”’. 

A little less vocal was Ingram. “I 
agree with Steve 100 percent,” he 
said. 

“No one in an AMA shirt told me 
I couldn’t do what I did,” Carr 
explained. “No one ever threw a blue 
flag (a flag used to tell riders to move 
over for the leaders).”’ 

When referee Duke Oligees was 
questioned about the use of a blue 
flag in this instance, he commented, 
“Tt was not a blue-flag situation.” 


Time trials 

The Springfield Mile facility was 
groomed to perfection and proved to 
be very fast in practice as David 
Durelle proved. Durelle had his 
Rotax circulating the oval at over 104 
mph in practice, but the Minnesota 
rider could only muster a 35.996- 
second lap for the third fastest 
qualifying time when it counted. 
Kevin Atherton blistered the field by 
over half a second at at average speed 
of 102.258 mph to take the top 
qualifying spot. Brian Villella was 
the second fastest and happened to 
be very lucky; Villella borrowed 
Carr’s spare bike when his stuck a 
valve prior to time trials. 

Carr was fourth followed by Brian 
Atherton, Dave Hebb, Mike Green, 
Donnie Howard, Ted Taylor and 
Dan Ingram. A 37.948-second lap 
proved to be the cutoff time turned 
in by Ed Braasch. 





Heats 

The thin Springfield crowd was 
about to witness some of the closest 
racing in AMA history as equipment 
parity made drafting a necessity. 

The youngest Atherton broke the 

_ draft early and disappeared in heat 
race number one on the Perry’s H- 
D/Ron Wood/Arai/Tsubaki/Farver 
Sawmill/Hog Wash/NHI/Amsoil/ 
Sunoco Racing Fuel-sponsored 
Wood Rotax. Turns one and three 
got a workout as Taylor, Eric Gray- 
beal, Will Davis, Brian Duncan Don 
Howard, Greg Wagenknecht, Joel 
Green and Andy Tressor practiced 
their drafting techniques. Almost 
every lap saw the seven riders five 
abreast in the turns, but with three 
laps to go Atherton and Graybeal 
had some breathing room on the war 
for the final direct transfer spot. 
Howard led when it counted and sent 
Wagenknecht, Davis, Green, Dun- 
can, Tressor and Kris Kiser to the 
first semi. n 

Randy Texter’s reflexes put him 
on the penalty line for the second 
start of the second heat. Honda pilots 
Poovey and Ingram led the field after 
one tour, but Bryan Villella was on 
the move and used turns one and 
three to put himself on the point. 
Ingram tucked in behind Villella and 
gave his Bubba Shobert-sponsored 
TT bike a test. Texter’s charge from 
the penalty line brought hım into 
clean air behind Poovey. Mike Reid 
was fifth followed closely by Eric 
Gruber and Hill. With three laps to 
go, Gruber was momentarily in front 
of Texter, Reid, Hill and Poovey. 
Villella and Ingram, meanwhile, 
were safe out front. The bulk of the 
field stuffed and shuffled at every 
opportunity, and at the checkers 
Poovey beat Texter by the slimmest 
of margins. Texter, Gruber, Hill, 
Reid, Willie McCoy and Jason 
Fletcher would fill the first semi. 

“I want to thank Chris (Carr) for 
the ride,” Villella said. “I wasn’t used 
to the suspension, but once I got out 
there it worked great. We will just 
have to see what happens. Now that 
I am swinging a hammer (in refer- 
ence to his new carpenter’s job) my 
throttle hand is ready.” 

Scott Stump and Peter Hook had 
the field covered at the start of the 
third heat. Pole sitter Durelle and 
Dave Hebb quickly took over, how- 
ever, with a draft pass in turn three. 
As the field settled down, Durelle 
towed Hebb and Hook. Meanwhile, 
Stump was stalked by Sal Hoffman 
and Mark Wyskiel. With five laps 
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complete, Hebb kept Durelle honest 
while Hook fell prey to Hoffman, 
Wyskiel and Stump. Wyskiel then 
picked off Hauptman, Hoffman, 
Hook and Stump to become the 
second Junior in the National. 
Durelle was less than optimistic as 
his Wood-Rotax was beginning to 
miss; “It felt like it was running out 
of gas,” he said later. “We looked 
it over and all we could find was a 
possible kill button short.” 

Carr gridded his H-D Motor Co. 
Harley-Davidson on the outside pole 
for the start of the final heat and he 
led a train of Morehead, Randy 
Triplett, Brian Atherton, Roger 
Durkee and David Camlin on the 
opening lap. Atherton was on the 
move, edging past Morehead in turn 
one of lap two, With five laps to go, 
Morehead got back in the draft of 
Carr and Atherton while Durkee’s 
used air contained Triplett, and 
Recil Hart. Carr held on for the win, 
followed by Atherton and Morehead. 
Durkee, Camlin, Hart, Mike Patter- 
son, Tom Ikey and Triplett were sent 
to do battle with six others in the 
semi. 

The Pro-Am heats would send 
three riders to the main. Ohio’s Mike 
Butler won the first with Pat Behrle 
and Bob Knapp finishing second and 
third, respectively. 

Texas’ newest star Mike Hale won 
the second Pro-Am heat with Kyle 
Long and Brad Blankenship earning 
tickets to the main with second and 
third place finishes. Hale’s win 
would put him on the pole. 

Michigan’s Russ Crawford seemed 
to have the third heat covered until 
his Rotax expired at the start/finish 
on the ninth lap. Crawford's misfor- 
tune was Joe Houpt’s gain as Houpt 
was lying fourth at the time. Rick 
Knuth assumed the lead and brought 
Greg Richards and Houpt with him. 
Audi Huft took charge of the final 
heat with Gordy Schopieray and 
Rich Anders taking the final two 
tickets to the main. 

Semis 

The two semis would only transfer 
one man to the main. The first semi 
was a 10-man race made up of, in 
any order you like, Gruber, Hill, 
Wagenknecht, Texter, Reid, Green, 
Davis, McCoy, Kaiser, Fletcher and 
Duncan. All 10 were either in the lead 
or near it during the 10-lap event. 
At the end of the ninth lap, Green 
struck the wall on the exit of turn 
four, lost control and crashed. Due 
to the subsequent red flag, Will Davis 
was declared the winner. 





For the first half of the second semi 
there was a 12-man draft that defied 
description. At the halfway point a 
scorer’s nightmare began to unfold 
as four of the five front runners had 
numbers in the high 70s, three of 
which were 77s: 77 - Stump, 77K - 
Hook, and 77P - Recil Hart. Cam- 
lin’s 41P offered some relief until Sal 
Hoffman’s 73 was added. The 77s 
took the top spots as Hart, Hook and 
Stump finished one-two-three. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


One more rider was needed for the 
$11,000 main event, and it was Sal 
Hoffman leading the eight others to 
the first corner in the Last Chance 
Qualifier. For the next 39 turns 
Hoffman, Hill, Triplett, Camlin, 
Texter, McCoy, Hook and Reid took 
turns in spots one through eight. On 
lap eight, Texter put his Harley 
inside leader McCoy for the lead. 
Two laps later the last ticket to the 
main was his. 


Pro-Am main 

The Pro-Am main was a showcase 
for the two fast qualifiers, Huff and 
Hale. The two well-seasoned riders 
split from the field in a two-man 
draft. With Huff and Hale out front 
Mike Butler ran a flawless solo ride 
for third place. At the checkers it was 
Huff and the Lillie Rotax in front 
of Hale. Long ended up fourth with 
Gordy Schopieray, Greg Richards, 
Pat Behrle, Bob Knapp, Rick Knuth, 
Joe Houpt and Rich Anders filling 
out the field. 

“I kind of hoped I would get away 
early, but he made me work hard for 
the win,” Huff said. 

Runner-up Hale, who also sur- 
vived a post-race teardown, said. 
“Gosh the gasket set is worth more 
than the tear-down fee.” 


600cc National 

Thoughts of taking it easy during 
the first half of the split main event 
were dispelled from the start. Durelle 
surrendered the lead to Carr at the 
end of lap one, but Kevin Atherton 
was in a hurry and by the third lap 
was in front of the huge draft. 
Durelle, Carr, Morehead, Ingram, 
Villella, Graybeal, Davis, Wyskiel 
and Brian Atherton chased after the 
leading duo. 

Carr, however, disappeared on lap 
five with a flat rear tire, and at the 
first checkers it was Kevin Atherton, 
Morehead, Villela, Davis, Poovey, 
Ingram and the rest. 

During the eight-minute stop 
almost everyone turned their tires 
and had ample time to prepare for 
the real race. With Carr on their tail, 
everyone made the restart with 
Ingram, Atherton, Morehead, Gray- 
beal, Davis, Poovey, Brian Atherton 
and Durelle making up the freight 
train. Carr, too, was soon amongst 
the leaders. 

After six laps the field separated 
into a few distinct battles. Ingram, 
Morehead and Carr stalked Atherton 
while Durelle and Davis had 
momentarily lost touch with the 
leaders. Villela got around Graybeal, 
Hebb, Wysliel, Texter and Hart... 
and Donnie Howard would finish 
15th with a broken oil ring. 

With two laps to go, Poovey retired 
with a broken crankshaft, and the 
final laps were fierce. Ingram and 
Morehead worked on Carr and 
Atherton for the lead, but at the flag 
Atherton had made history. 

“I never thought I would win a 
main event in 1989,” Atherton said. 
“My goal was to finish in the top 
10. I am second now.” e

Leisk leaps to 
victory in Holland SX

NIJMEGEN, HOLLAND, SEPT. 4 
In a reversal of the fortunes 
from Friday’s race in Sweden, 
the overseas contingent took 
the first three places in the 
third round of the Rodil World 
Championship at Goffert Stadium 
in Nijmegen on Sunday, and 250cc 
MX World Champion John Van den 
Berk was the only European in the 
first eight. 

But it was not an American who 
did the winning, rather it was 23- 
year-old Australian Jeff Leisk, 
headed to Europe for the 500cc GPs 


-in 1989, who won the main event 


after taking the lead late in the race 
from Jeff Ward with Broc Glover a 
close third. 

The second best European was 
Peter Hansson, one of Friday’s 
heroes, and the seven points he 
earned him ninth place lifted him 
to within two points of Rodil leader 
Leif Niklasson who was 16th in 
Nijmegan and thus failed to score. 

Promoters Gerrit Wolsink and 
Joost Carlier once again had the 
weather gods on their side as the race 
was blessed with clear skies for the 
eighth successive year; heavy storms 
during the week, however, meant 
that the jumps rutted badly and 
many riders had trouble on landing. 
Micky Dymond had already disco- 
vered the danger during practice 
when he crashed heavily on a table 
top jump and wrenched his left 
shoulder. 

Dymond fell again at the same 
jump in his qualifier, but without 
serious injury and the Yamaha star 
was able to recover quickly to 
transfer directly to the semi-final. In 
fact, in contrast to the muddy Swed- 
ish race, all nine Americans plus 
Leisk and Ross Pedersen transfered 
directly to the semi-finals and only 
Tyson Vohland failed to make the 
main although Billy Liles needed to 
go to the Last Chance after falling 
in his semi. 

Ron Lechien had come through 
the pack to win a three-way battle 
with Glover and Holland for the win 
in the first semi, but the Europeans 
had offered more resistance in the 
second semi as Van de Berk chased 
Leisk all the way and Ward had to 
come through from a first lap crash 
to take third place late on from Peter 
Hansson. 

The crowd, which at 25,000 was 
nearly 10,000 less than the number 
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of paratroopers and glider troops 
who filled the skies over this part of 
Holland in the “Bridge Too Far” 
airborne invasion that took place 44 
years ago to the month during 
WWII, went wild with delightas Van 
den Berk took the lead at the start 
of the 20-minute main event, and, 
with Leisk and Ward in his wheel- 
tracks, this trio from three continénts 
on three different makes of machin- 
ery pulled away to decide the race 
amongst themselves. 

Dymond had gone down in the 
first turn and had taken Lechien with 
him, and 100 yards further Liles had 
joined them on the ground. Only 
Lechien was to rejoin the race and 
he putin a superb ride to finish sixth. 

On the third lap Leisk paid the 
penalty which so often befalls the 
middle man in a three-corner battle; 
as he tried to ride round Van den 
Berk it was Ward who took advan- 
tage on the best line to push him 
back to third. A lap later and Ward 
was leading! But only temporarily. 

Van den Berk spun round ina turn 
and both his rivals went past but the 
energetic Dutchman was not pre- 
pared to yield yet. Recovering 
quickly, he dived for the inside at 
the next turn to block pass his way 
back into the lead! 

Ironically, the same series of 
jumps over which he had regained 
those lost yards were to prove his 
downfall two laps later. Remounting 
in fifth, Van den Berk needed several 
laps to repass Holland for a well 
deserved fourth. 

George Holland had held fourth 
from the start but had steadily lost 
ground from the first lap on and was 
passed by a hard-charging Glover on 
lap three. 

Glover had been taking advantage 
of the Iéaders getting in each other’s 
way to close the deficit, but once 
Ward and Leisk had a clear track 
with Ward about 30 yards ahead of 
the Australian, Glover could not 
gain any further. 

Ward seemed to be marching 
majestically to victory, but suddenly 
in the closing stages his concentra- 
tion lapsed momentarily on the 
tabletop jump which had claimed 
Dymond twice earlier in the day. 

That meant Leisk was on his rear 
wheel and when Ward went down 
again on the next lap, the lead 
changed and the smooth riding 
Aussie was on the way to his biggest 
ever win. 

Ward was clearly in trouble, 
having bent his gear lever in the 
second fall, and it was a hectic last 
lap as Glover sought a way past. He 
was never to find the gap he needed, 
having nearly gone down halfway 
round the lap as he touched Ward’s 
rear wheel when the Kawasaki 
slewed sideways on the exposed 
wooden surface at the sand pit. 

Van den Berk was a lonely fourth 
after repassing Holland and 
Lechien, Ryan and Johnny O’Mara 
were next in line. 

The second best European,-ninth 
placed Peter Hansson was the only 
other rider to stay ahead of Mike 
Healey and Ross Pederson in this 
overseas rout of the home stars. 

Hansson had started eighth, but 
quickly moved past O’Mara and 
Healey for sixth, a position he held 
for a third of the race until Dave 
Strijbos got past, having come 
through from a poor start. The 
Cagiva rider was to hold sixth for 
only one lap before crashing out as 
he lost control coming out of a 
slippery turn and was forced to quit. 
Hansson reinherited sixth, and only 
in the final minutes could the 
visitors, led by the hard-charging 
Lechien, demote him. 

Fellow Swede Leif Niklasson was 
always at the back of the field in the 








final after experiencing no difficul- 
ties qualifying, but he finished just 
one place too low to gain points.

Vehkonen wins 
European SX opener 


in Sweden

GOTEBORG, SWEDEN, SEPT. 2 
The European Supercross sea- 
son got off to a sensational 
start as the U.S. contingent 
took a severe drubbing at 
Ollevi Stadium as Cagiva’s Pekka 
Vehkonen forgot his disappoint- 


ment of five days earlier, when he 
lost the 250cc MX World Champion- 


* ship, and dominated the main event. 


A record 20,879 crowd flocked to the 
venue for the second round of the 
FIM Rodil Supercross World Cham- 
pionship despite incessant rain 
which turned the 15-lap main into 
an endurance event. 

Home hero Peter Hansson, aboard 
a KTM, finished second and Honda- 
mounted Leif Niklasson took third 
to complete a 1-2-3 sweep for Euro- 
pean riders. Niklasson was the only 
scorer from the first round of the 
Rodil Supercross World Champion- 
ship in India back in January to add 
to his points total in Sweden. 

For the seven Americans, rein- 
forced by Canadian champ Ross 
Pederson and Australian supremo 
Jeff Leisk, both of whom have been 
regulars on the U.S. scene in recent 
years, the results were as dismal as 
the weather which tried its best to 
destroy the superb track that Amer- 
ican John Savitski had built, which 
in better conditiions would have 
offered innumberable combination 
possibilities over the series of jumps 
and whoops. 

As it was, even getting the wheels 
in the air was a major task by the 
end of the evening, but four of the 
Americans had fallen before that. 

Pre-race favorite Micky Dymond, 
having his first race since Unadilla, 
and Tyson Vohland did not even 
make it to the semis in the European- 
style race format of qualification 
through heats and semis, in which 
all remaining riders had to compete 
again to make the main, unless they 
wanted to face the tiring Last Chance 
race. Innumberable crashes had 
eliminated both Californians, and 
also made life difficult for the likes 
of Broc Glover and Billy Liles. 

Only Ricky Ryan, revelling in 
conditions which were to get even 
worse than at Daytona in 1987, and 
Leisk had starred for the overseas 
contingent with heat wins alongside 
Vehkonen and John Van den Berk. 
Three falls and a broken clutch put 
Dymond out for the evening, but he 
was in good company. Also gone at 
the first hurdle was Bosse Hogberg, 
the Swede who had won the first 
Rodil round in India. 

Leisk and Ryan stayed in control 
of their half of the draw during the 
first semi, but ex-enduro ace Peter 
Hansson raced them all the way after 
Van Doorn had been eliminated with 
a thrown chain. 

The track was getting into an 
appalling state by the second semi, 
and Van den Berk went down at least 
four times without ever losing the 
lead, though confirmed Supercross- 
hater Peter Jahansson, an out and 
out natural terrain rider, was very 
close at the checkered flag. 

Globe trotter Jim Holley slipped 
from an initial second to a distant 





fourth at the finish, while Glover, 
third at one stage was feeling the 
effects of bruised ribs from a recent 
training crash and just held off 
Donnie Schmit for the final transfer 
spot. 

Schmit and Liles both went down 
early in the Last Chance and never 
looked like getting near the pace as 
the Cagiva duo of Vehkonen, who 
had quit the second semi after three 
multiple collisions in the first five 
laps, and Van Doorn dominated. 
The Last Chance would take its toll 
on a track which had stopped the 
entire 80cc youth field within 100 
yards of the start in a race that was 
run during intermission. 

Ryan, ever alert at the start, led 
the 15-lap main away and he and 
Hansson soon had a 10-second lead 
as Vehkonen fought through the 
initial sort-out to third as Berk, 
Glover and Leisk were soon strug- 
gling, though not as much as local 
man Micke Frisk, who had to run 
back up the artificial-turf covered 
ramps to a freight container used as 
a jump. Frisk had fallen 20 feet from 
the side, while his Yamaha stayed up 
top! 

Of the prominent early stagglers 
Berk made the hardest charge, but 
disappeared on lap six after breaking 
off the clutch lever when holding 
seventh. Leisk was to eventually take 
eighth ahead of early fourth place- 
man Holley, while Glover was 
lapped before half distance and lost 
even more ground to the leaders on 
his way to 12th. 

Up front the race began to resem- 
ble theater as even Ryan and Hans- 
son struggled to maintain momen- 
tum as they exchanged the lead 
several times each lap. And each time 
one of them stopped, Vehkonen 
moved closer. 

On lap four the Finn took com- 
mand, to be chased hard by Hansson 
until the final three laps when the 
Cagiva moved further and further 
away from the recently returned from 
injury KTM man. 

After losing contact when he went 
down in the whoops and landed on 
the tank, Ryan dropped further and 
further back with a loose tank and 
aching gonads and was 40 seconds 
down on the leader when Niklasson 
swept past for third just after half 
distance. The Rodil champ had 
sensationally delayed the start earlier 
when officials made him return to 
the pits for a face guard which is 
compulsory in Swedish National 
races but not in FIM events. Niklas- 
son had earlier sparred with Holley 
and Pederson, before dialing in 
Ryan. The Canadian was then left 
to fend off Van Doorn for fifth after 
Peter Dirkx had seen his challenge 
for the top six ended by a fall.

sidecar outfits built just for Bonne- 
ville by Bakker, primarily, though 
the others worked on them. Bakker 
gives long-time Bonneville partici- 
pant Mike Parti credit for patiently 
researching sidehacks at Bonneville. 
Parti’s most important finding was 
that good handling and traction 
depend on getting the weight far 
enough back. Built with this in 
mind, the two outfits performed very 
well. 

Next year, they'll bring better 
streamlining instead of the old road 
race glass they are running. Also 
they’re looking at whether slick or 
patterned tires are better. These 
outfits with front brakes added could 
also be used at the drags. Road race 
sidecars have more brakes and sus- 
pension, and for straightaway use the 
passenger’s job is different. All he has 
to do is stay quiet and out of the 
airstream as much as possible. 

The holder of the World Motor- 
cycle Land Speed Record, Don 
Vesco, is always in evidence at 


Bonneville though he hasn’t ridden 
bikes here lately. The LSR Kawasaki 
KZ1300 ‘liner made an appearance 
late in the week as a three-wheeler. 
Don and brother Rick premiered a 
new Land Speed Record car they just 
finished building. Don ran an open- 
wheel four-wheeler Lakester con- 
verted from Gary Richards’ old 
motorcycle ‘liner. The TZ750 engine 
which held the motorcycle LSR 
before the KZ1300 bike appeared in 
another Laketer. Don Vesco is very 
generous with advice and equipment 
to other Bonneville competitors. 

One worrisome note marred this 
successful week. The Kaiser potash 
extraction plant just across the 
highway which draws salt from the 
flats, sadly diminished over the years 
by this operation, has been bought 
by an aggressive new company. The 
leases have 17 years to go, and were 
renewed last time in the face of the 
USGS report which showed the 
potash mining sucked brine from 
unleased land. 

The Utah Salt Flats Racing Asso- 
ciation “World of Speed” meet to be 
held September 30 to October 3 will 
be the next event on the Flats. e

Nicholls took the lead halfway 
round the first lap and never lost it, 
though he was leveled twice by 
Roper. The speed of Roper’s G50 was 
impressive. It helped him to take 
eight seconds off Nicholls’ lead on 
the seven-mile flat-out stretch from 
Douglas to Ballacraine. 

At the Bungalow on the second 
lap, Nicholls and Roper were level. 
Nicholls eased out a 1.6 second lead 
at the end of lap three, then Roper 
leveled again by Ballacraine. Then 
Roper’s Matchless hit a slight misfire 
and Seeley-mounted Nicholls 
grabbed a lead that was never 
challenged. 

Both Nicholls and Roper joined 
the absent Dave Pither in the Manx 
ton-up (100 mph) club. Nicholls 
ended with two 100 mph laps and 
Roper one — with Roper’s second 
lap at 100.62 mph being the fastest 
of the race. 

Roper ended the race — delayed 
for one hour by poor weather and 
held with patchy mist on Snaefell 
Mountain — 38.4 seconds ahead of 
third place finisher John Goodall, 
who was also on a Matchless. 

Roper, who had to make a fuel 
stop while the other leaders went 
straight through, tucked his misfir- 
ing Matchless in behind Goodall and 
got a tow up the mountain on the 
last lap. i 

Nicholls completed the race in one 
hour, 31 minutes, and 12.4 seconds 
at an average speed of 99.28 mph. 
Roper’s average speed was 98.59 
mph. 

After what he described as an 
enjoyable race, Roper added: “I have 
to thank Paul Parrett and Phil 
Crossman of Team Lap Two and 
fellow racers John Cronshaw and 
Alan Dugdale for their help at the 
Manx.”

Visiting from Arleta, 
California, Mercedes Gonzalez raced with the 
men to place 10th in the A main. In his return 
to racing, after a two month layoff, Joe Good 
placed second. 

Riders were placed into one of four 
qahri with only the top five transferring 

irectly to the A-main, where $1000 would 
be shared among the top finishers. The 
remaining riders were split between the C and 
B main for trophies. The top two finishers 
in the B main transferred to the A main, 
making it a 22-rider showdown. 

Qualifier one belonged to Joe Good,-who 
led from start-to-finish, followed by Lloyd 
Toepel. Rick Kantola and Jason McDonald 
finished third and fourth, respectively. Sam 
Myers made the fifth and last transfer. 

Qualifier two saw a Jim Stewart holeshot, 
but Gonzalez quickly passed and never looked 
back on her way to take first. Good's brother 
Francis, finished behind the multi-time 
National Woman's Champion, followed by 
Lance Leneave, Stewart and James Parks. 

The third qualifier was dominated by Pat 
Crabb, Donny Russell and Greg Chatterton, 
who swept the top three positions. - The

Lapped riders, plus the rutted track, 
made passing difficult and Gonzalez rode a 
great race to finish 10th against the far 
northwest's best.

Viach victorious 
at LACR MX

PALMDALE, CA, AUG. 28 

Paul Vlach won the 125cc Pro class during 
CMC motocross racing at LACR, while John 
Greenway claimed victory in the Open Pro 
races, run simultaneously. 

In the first moto, Greg Pierce and his Open- 
classer led to the first turn, followed by Mike 
Pascarella. 

On lap three, Pascarella thumped into the 
lead and the Honda/PJ1/O/Neal/White 
Bros.-sponsored 125 leader, Paul Vlach 
followed him into second. Pierce began to fade 
and John Greenway moved up from a bad 
start to challenge him for the Open lead. 

Pascarella held the lead for a lap and a- 
half, then slowed. Vlach took the overall lead 
and held it to the checkered for the 125cc Pro 
moto one win. Pascarella pulled off with a 
broken axle and was out for the day. Greenway 
caught and passed Pierce for the Open class 
lead on lap six, then went on for the win. 

Greenway jumped to the lead in moto two 
and made it two-in-a-row for first money in 
the Open Pro class. Vlach also took an 
immediate lead and easily won the 125cc class. 

In the 250cc Pro race Vlach took both 
holeshots with Lance Johnson and Pascarella 
on his tail. The gap between first, second, and 
third ranged trom non-existent to several 
seconds throughout the first moto. 

Vlach took the moto and Pascarella finally 
got by Johnson in the last lap. 

Paul Villa was first off the line in moto 
two and Vlach was next. Pascarella was in 
the back. There was a tangle in lap two and 
Johnson emerged with the lead but Parcarella 
caught him and took the lead and the win 
by lap eight, earning first overall with Vlach 
second, and Johnson third. 

Tim Santana grabbed the lead in moto one 
of the 80cc Beginner event and was never 
headed on his way to the moto win. Santana 
again took the lead right off the line in moto 
two but began to feel the heat and eventually 
faded to third at the end of the moto. That 
was all he needed for first overall.

Brian Richardson used his determination, 
along with a little luck, to take home top 
honors in the SMX-sponsored 250cc Novice 
class racing action. 

As the gate fell for the first moto, Billy 
Champion used his holeshot ability to lead 
the large pack of novices on`the opening lap. 
Taking over, after studying Champion's lines 
for a few corners, was Joey Prais. As Prais 
moved into the lead, the pack began to sort 
themselves out. Jockeying for the top five 
positions were Steve Waltman, Mark Fisher, 
and Ed Vitelli. Richardson had been crowded 
out on the start and was currently in lłth. 
He began to cut and thrust his way through 
the pack improving his position up to the 
number six slot by the end of the second lap. 

Fisher had now advanced into second, 
dropping Champion back to third with Jeff 
Young and Ed Vitelli in front of Richardson. 
Upat the front, Prais was powering away from 
Young and Champion, while Richardson was 
closing on the pair. 

As the moto wound down in the closing 
lap, Prais took a comfortable win over Young, 
who was holding off Richardson for second. 
Vitelli slipped by Champion to fourth, behind 
Richardson on the last lap. 

Richardson was primed and ready for action 
as the gate dropped to start moto two, nailin; 
the holeshot. As the riders bumped and shov: 
going into the first turn, Young again found 
himself near the front of the pack with Vitelli, 
Fisher, and Prais in close company. 

Young stayed with Richardson the entire 
moto, while Prais was working hard in an 
attempt to move up in the ranks. Prais 
eventually passed Fisher and then Vitelli, but 
Young proved too tough to handle and kept 
Prais out of the winner's circle. Richardson, 
going 3-1 won the overall, with Young scoring 
a pair of seconds for second overall. Prais 
combined a first moto win with his second 
moto third to take third overall. Rounding 
out the top five were Vitelli and Tom 
Funkhooser.

Way out in front, Shipman soared off jumps 
and smoked through corners on his way to 
a first moto win. Millspaugh held off Moreta’s 
repass attempts and the pair finished 2-3. Jeff 
David and Kevin Payne rounded out the top 
five finishers.

Rocketing past the larger displacement 
bikes, Shipman took command early in the 
second moto with Millspaugh almost attached 
to his rear fender. Kevin Payne was heading 
the screaming pack of 125ccs with Jeff David 
and Michael Zanagara looking for a way 
around him. For the first six laps, Millspaugh 
buzzed around Shipman’s rear fender, trying 
first the left then the right, back and forth 
in search of the line that would carry him 
into the lead. 

That chance faded on the seventh lap when 
Shipman began to use lappers to pull away. 
Two laps later, Millspaugh got his second 
wind and closed the gap again. For the 
remaining laps, the two riders looked as 
though they were attached. 

A distant third-place David had his hands 
full with Payne and Moreta while the laps 
clicked off, and the trio were dicing as if it 
were for first. The three-way battle went down 
to the checkers. Shipman took his second win 
of the day and a disappointed Millspaugh had 
to settle for second. David held off the 
challenges for third in ‘both motos and overall 
results. Moreta went 3-5 for fourth with Payne 
taking fifth via a 5-4 score.

Bob Behrens, injured last month, appeared 
fully recovered as he swept all four motos of 
the 125 and 250cc Expert classes at Motosports 
Park. 

When the gate dropped on the first 125cc 
Expert moto, Behrens found himself behind 
Kevin Popeako and Brian Battaglia. Behrens 
moved past Battaglia and set his sights on 
Popeako. 

After stalking Popeako for three laps, 
Behrens motored past through the thick 
sawdust section in the back woods. Popeako 
settled into second, while Battaglia struggled 
to hold on to the third spot. As the moto came 
to a close, Battaglia gave way to a hard- 
charging Dave Brill, but was still able to turn 
back a last lap challenge by Keith Petri. 
Behrens took the checkered, followed by 
Popeako, Brill, Battaglia and Petri. 

Moto two belonged to Behrens from the 
drop of the gate. Behrens, followed again by 
Popeako and Battaglia, cruised to the win and 
locked up his first overall of the day. Popeako, 
Battaglia and Brill finished the moto second, 
third and fourth and rounded out the next 
three spots overall. Rick Keefer took fifth 
overall with a 6-5 score. 

Behrens kept right on rolling in the 250cc 
Expert class. In the first moto, Behrens first 
turned back Russ Wright and then Harold 
Boatman to take the win. Steve Judge and 
Randy Ferkans moved up into the top five 
by the end of the moto. 

In the second moto, Boatman and Behrens 
jumped into the lead, and pulled away from 
the pack. Judge cruised in third followed by 
Wright and Ferkans. 

By the halfway mark, Behrens pulled away 
from Boatman and had the race under control. 
Judge closed on Boatman, while Ferkins and 
Wright swapped fourth place. At the check- 
ered flag, it was Behrens, -wrapping up his 
second overall win followed by Boatman, 
Judge, Wright and Ferkans.

Arnet attacks

Eddie Arnet debuted a 1989 Honda with a pair 
of moto wins for the overall victory at Perris 
Raceway. 

In moto one, the Dirt Bike magazine editor 
blasted off the line with Jeremy McGrath and 
Phil Lawrence in tow.

Technicians from KTM of America were 
on hand to make adjustments to Manley’s bike 
between motos and they seemed to help as 
Manley rocketed out of the gate in moto two 
to holeshot, with Arnet, Johansson, and 
McGrath funneling down for the first corner. 

Manley was leading the moto, but Arnet 
was winning the horsepower race as he closed 
in on Manley on every straightaway on the 
track. 

By mid-moto, Arnet had moved to within 
striking range of Manley, and both McGrath 
and Lovas had motored by Johansson. Arnet 
was dogging Manley move for move until lap 
nine of the 12-lap moto, when Arnet used an 
inside line to go into the lead. Manley was 
not giving up as he was a second shadow to 
Arnet for the remaining laps. 

At the finish, Arnet made it the second moto 
win for the Honda, remarking that the power 
on the new bike was stronger and improved 
over the 1988 model. Manley not only finished 
second in moto two, but displaced McGrath 
for second overall going 2-3 to McGrath's 3- 
2. Lovas scored a pair of fourths while 
rounding out the top five was Johansson.
